It 
includes a filtration pack, including 
chlorine tablets to provide safe 
drinking water from a contaminated 
supply, essential survival items, 
cooking pots, bowls to eat from, 
spoons, anti-septic spray, cotton 
materials and needles and thread to 
make basic clothes, basic tools, tar¬ 
paulin and bungee cords to make a 
simple shelter. 


The contents can be viewed in the 
window of the Rotary shop where 
donation for the disaster appeal are 
still welcome. 

The Shelter Box is similar but has 
a tent large enough for a family, 
sleeping bags, tools, stationary for 
children a multi-fuel stove and pots 
and pans.

Councillors row over children's centre closures 


A PASSIONATE public meeting about the 
future of children’s centres in Somerset was 
told that key frontline staffing will increase 
and a proposed restructure will see less man¬ 
agement and admin bills, and £1 million 
more invested in frontline help. 

In a robust defence of plans to change the 
way children’s centres are run, Cabinet 
member Councillor Frances Nicholson told 
members of the public at Somerset County 
Council scrutiny committee on Friday, No¬ 
vember 15th that all 41 children’s centre 
buildings would remain in use for children’s 
services, but she refused to invest further 
money in buildings at the expense of front¬ 
line services. 

A council spokesperson stated that 
£5.6million is currently spent on children’s 
centres, more than half of which is spent on 
management, administration and buildings. 

The meeting heard from a variety of par¬ 
ents and local councillors asking for more 
detail about the proposals and requesting a 


delay in making any decision. 

Councillor Nicholson said:“It is very clear 
people feel very passionate about the chil¬ 
dren’s services we deliver. I feel passionate 
about them too; these proposals are about in¬ 
vesting at least £1 million more directly on 
frontline services. 

“Twenty three centres keep their same sta¬ 
tus and name. For the other 18, family sup¬ 
port services will continue in the same 
communities and in many cases in the same 
buildings. They just may not be called a 
children’s centre. 

“If services are moved out of the centre 
building, they will still take place in that 
local area, be it a village hall or school build¬ 
ing. I want to make sure I’ve considered 
every point of view and left no stone un¬ 
turned before I make my final decision on a 
service that means so much to so many.” 

Leader of the Lib Dems, Councillor Sam 
Crabb, said:"This is a disgrace, the meeting 
was heavily attended by members of the 


public and their voices were ignored. I re¬ 
peatedly asked what would happen to the 
buildings once the centres closed, who 
would take them on, to which I received no 
answer. 

“At the end of the meeting, when it was 
said by a Tory councillor that the savings 
would be in excess of £1.7million, this 
clearly shows they will be putting the re¬ 
sponsibility of the buildings to schools and 
community groups. 

“The health impact on this closure was 
also not considered at all; women who have 
had post-natal depression rely on the cen¬ 
tres, children that need extra help or who are 
ill rely on these centres. Why was none of 
this considered before deciding to close the 
centres? " 

Councillor Justine Baker, shadow for Fam¬ 


ilies and Children, commented: "Closing 
these centres has been short sighted by the 
Tory Administration. Some of the centres 
have nurseries attached to them, will this 
closure of children's centres result in further 
closures such as the nurseries? As I am sure 
many of them would not be able to buy the 
building or rent it, as the cost would be 
huge. 

“The children of Somerset have been let 
down again, this only comes three months 
after a damming Ofsted report about Som¬ 
erset's at risk children, where it was graded 
as 'inadequate'. 

“Making this decision on Children in Need 
day, when the country is trying to raise 
money for our vulnerable children, shows 
that in Somerset, under the Tories, sadly 
they don't care about our children."

Six ways from Robert Stone on how to beat the rush for pension auto enrolment 


ALTHOUGH a year has lapsed since the government introduced 
auto enrolment of pensions (their initiative designed to help peo¬ 
ple save for retirement), it transpires that a significant number of 
employers do not know that they will soon have to enrol their 
employees into a workplace pension scheme. In fact a pensions 
survey by the Chartered Institute of Personnel and Development 
(CIPD) has revealed that a third of employers are still unaware of 
what they should be doing. 

Chartered Accountant Robert Stone says many of the pension 
providers and financial advisers he works with are already fore¬ 
casting a last minute rush. They are warning that if this happens 
they will simply not be able to cope with the sheer volume of de¬ 
mand forced on them. 

"This will mean thousands of employers will have to use the gov¬ 
ernment backed NEST scheme, which unlike auto enrolment of¬ 
fers no administrative support," said Robert Stone, who 
specialises in tax advice for small businesses in Somerset. "The 
situation will also be made worse by financial penalties that will

be imposed on employers who fail to comply with auto enrol¬ 
ment - all because they left it too late to plan and implement." 
Another largely unrecognised factor in pension auto enrolment 
is that employers must also ensure their payroll systems are ca¬ 
pable of providing information regularly to pension providers. 
"Payroll experts as well as pension providers will be facing de¬ 
mands from hundreds of thousands of small businesses, which 
will put a huge strain on the service they can provide, said Mr 
Stone. "Currently there is a three month lead time for setting up 
a scheme, but this could extend to six months or even longer as 
queues start to form. From April 2014 over 10,000 employers will 
be staging each month. By April 2013 that figure will have grown 
to 60,000 per month and in 2016 it will peak at 137,000 employ¬ 
ers each month." 

"So if you are an employer and you haven't tackled auto enrol¬ 
ment, you need to get cracking now, to get ahead and avoid the 
rush." 

How can employers beat the rush to sign up for pension auto 
enrolment? Key auto enrolment facts from Robert Stone 
Know your staging date - the date at which employers must 
start their auto enrolment duties is known as a staging date. Stag¬ 
ing dates for the smallest businesses start in April 2014 and run 
until April 2017. The Pensions Regulator will write to you 12 
months before the staging date and again three months before. 
You can also check your staging date online. 

Who should I enrol? - Employers need only enrol eligible job¬ 
holders, aged between 22 and state pension age, with annual 
earnings over £9,440. 

What about non-eligible jobholders? - You don't need to enrol 
non eligible jobholders and entitled workers, but they can opt in 
if they wish. 

How much do employers need to pay? - The Government has 
set minimum amounts that employers and and employees must 
contribute: 

* Up to 30 September 2017 - minimum contribution for employ¬ 
ers is 1 % 

* 1 October 2017-30 September 2018 - minimum contribution 
for employers is 2% 

* 1 October 2018 - minimum contribution for employers is 3% 
What happens if our employees opt out? - If this happens, then 
you no longer need make contributions towards their pension. 
However, every three years or less you must automatically enrol 
any employees who have opted out. 

If we already provide a pension scheme, do we need to do 
anything? - Even if you have your own pension scheme, you will 
still need to auto enrol eligible jobholders who aren't members. 
If you are not using a qualifying pension scheme, then you must 
change it to one that meets the guidelines.

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Bumpy Lane made 
public right of way 


SOMERSET County 
Council’s regulation 
committee has recom¬ 
mended that Bumpy 
Lane in Ilminster, which 
has had residents set in 
opposition to one another 
over rights of way, be¬ 
come a designated public 
footpath. 

However, the war is not 
over. 

The committee met on 
Thursday, November 
14th to vote on the pro¬ 
posal to make the north¬ 
ern end of Winterhay 
Lane a public footpath. 

Having been presented 
with the officers’ written 
evidence, and taking into 
consideration the oral ev¬ 
idence from both sup¬ 
porters and opposers of 
the resolution, they voted 
on favour, to the delight 
of campaigning resi¬ 
dents. 

A spokesperson for the 
Winterhay Action group 
which has fought for 
public right of way on 
the lane, said: “We are 
delighted that Somerset 
County Council voted 
unanimously in support 
of the report recommend¬ 
ing that Bumpy lane 
(also known as Allotment 
Lane or Pink Lane) be 


adopted as a public foot¬ 
path. 

“We would like to say a 
very big thankyou to 
everyone who has given 
their support during the 
past 16 months, includ¬ 
ing Ilminster Town 
Council, the Open 
Spaces Society, the Bri¬ 
dleways Association, the 
amazing support we have 
had from members of the 
public and especially to 
our speakers who were 
all stars. 

“We realise that this 
will probably not be the 
end of the story, how¬ 
ever, in this instance it 
would seem that com¬ 
mon sense has pre¬ 
vailed.” 

The Secretary of the 
Winterhay Lane (North) 
Committee opposing the 
resolution said: “We are 
extremely disappointed 
by the attitude of the 
county council whom we 
believe have given little 
consideration to the his¬ 
torical and judicial fac¬ 
tors in this case. 

“It is our intention to 
make an objection when 
the order has been 
placed. This issue has a 
long way to go before it 
is finally resolved.”

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Warehouse team busy for shoebox appeal 


Generating power 
from waste food 

SOMERSET'S new anaerobic digestion 
(AD) facility has produced its first power 
from the food waste of thousands of the 
county's families. 

Using its special"burping bacteria",the 
£10 million facility is producing methane 
that drives gas turbines to generate elec¬ 
tricity to export to the national grid as 
well as run the plant itself. 

The facility can take at least 19,000 
tonnes of Somerset's food waste each 
year, from plate scrapings to whatever is 
left of the festive turkey. 

Somerset Waste Partnership managing 
director Steve Read said: "This is an im¬ 
portant step for the AD facility and for 
Somerset, so we can recycle all of our 
food waste into clean green power. We 
want every family to make sure no food 
waste goes into their refuse bins - that 
is wasteful, polluting and costs millions 
- and to put it all in the kerbside food 
waste container." 

During the present commissioning 
stage, increasing amounts of food waste 
from every part of Somerset are being 
fed into the AD facility that is being build 
at Walpole, near Bridgwater for Viridor, 
one of the UK's leading recycling, renew¬ 
able energy and waste management 
companies. 

Technical experts from Viridor and the 
construction company Monsal say the 
AD facility has also created its first"diges- 
tate", which is what remains after AD is 
complete. The digestate is being 
analysed to gain approval from the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency so it can be used as an 
agricultural biofertiliser by Somerset 
farmers to grow more food in an ideal 
example of closed loop recycling. 


SHOE BOXES are coming in thick and 
fast at this year’s warehouse based at Wal- 
ronds Park in Isle Abbots for Operation 
Christmas Child. 

Volunteer drivers have been busy bring¬ 
ing in the boxes donated from across South 
Somerset and few from Devon while more 
volunteers are based at the warehouse 
checking the contents and adding extra 
small items in any leftover spaces to get 
the maximum amount in every one. 

District co- ordinator Ingrid Bloomfield, 
whose husband Peter organises the trans¬ 
portation team, said so far the numbers 
were looking good but there was still time 


to fill a box and get it to them by Novem¬ 
ber 29th. 

Also if anyone has any small items they 
would like to donate to add to boxes in¬ 
cluding cuddly toys, toiletries, stationery, 
small games etc they would be welcomed 
at the warehouse. 

She said: “We have been so lucky to get 
such a wonderful space, it was difficult to 
find one this year and we are very grateful 
to Matthew Hallett. The volunteers have 
been wonderful, there is a team kitting be¬ 
hind the scenes and we have lots of stock 
to add to the boxes but will always wel¬ 
come more. It looks like they will be going 


to Bosnia this year.” 

Over the past 23 years, through Opera¬ 
tion Christmas Child, Samaritan’s Purse 
has delivered 100 milli on gift-filled shoe- 
boxes in over 100 countries. 

Anyone who would like to send a shoe- 
box but but feels they cannot make one up 
themselves can do so online and choose 
from a great selection of toys, education 
supplies, hygiene accessories and other 
items. 

Samaritan’s Purse volunteers will then 
place the chosen gifts in decorated shoe- 
boxes and send them for distribution over¬ 
seas to vulnerable children, boys and girls 


between two and 14 years of age. 

Gift-filled shoeboxes created online can 
also include a personalised message and/or 
a photo for the child receiving their shoe- 
box, a simple thing to do but something 
that makes each shoebox memorable. 

Samaritan’s Purse UK executive director 
Simon Barrington said: “We want to tell 
children receiving these shoeboxes that, 
whatever their circumstances, people in the 
UK do care about them and are thinking 
about them this Christmas.”

Criminal Records Bureau 


The Criminal Records Bureau (CRB) and the Independ¬ 
ent Safeguarding Authority (ISA) have merged to be¬ 
come the Disclosure and Barring Service (DBS). CRB 
checks are now called DBS checks. 

A DBS check may be needed for: 

• Certain jobs or voluntary work - eg working with 
children or in healthcare 

• Applying to foster or adopt a child 

There are different rules for getting a criminal record 
check in Scotland and Northern Ireland. 


How to get a DBS check 

1. The employer gets an application form from DBS or 
an umbrella body (a registered body that gives ac 
cess to DBS checks). 

2. The employer gives the applicant (job candidate) 
the form to fill in and return to them along with 

documents proving their identity. 

3. The employer sends the completed application 
form to DBS or their umbrella body. 

4. DBS sends a certificate to the applicant. The employer 
will have to ask the applicant to see the certificate.
